Almost to a man the legislators went 
home Saturday or on the early trains yes- 
terday. President of the Senate Berner 
and Representatives Meldrim and Fogarty 
were among the very few who lingered, 
Mr. Meldrim went last night, and Mr. Ber- 
ner will go this morning. 

So today will be one of quiet in the sena- 
torial contest. The several candidates will 
doubtless be active, writing to friends and 


-making plans for the final set-to later in 


the week. 

The legisiators will not begin to return 
until Wednesday morning, and the sena- 
torial candidates cannot resume activities 
before then. Several of them will not be in 
the city today at all. Mr. Clay will be 
up in the seventh district, giving aid to 
Congressman Maddox, who has stubborn 
Opposition. Colonel James W. Robertson 
will probably not be here today. 

By Wednesday the situation will have 
cleared up remarkably, it is thought. The 
sentiment against another election is grow- 
ing to be tremendous.

The result of Tuesday's battle, fresh from 
the -wires, will be flashed by The Constitu- 
tion on two immense pieces of canvas to- 
morrow night in front of the building, on 
Alabama street. 

Two powerful calcium lights will be used 
for the purpose, and as fast as the noisy 
instruments click off the ballots, the figures 
will be thrown upon the canvas in char- 
acters that can be read a block away, 

The work will be instantaneous. 
will be no worrying delays, and the au- 
dience will not be compelled to wait for 
advertisements before getting what is 
wanted. Expert operators will handle the 
lanterns, and the moment the news is 
known in New York the figures will come 
with lightning rapidity over the special 
wires in The Constitution builling, and the 
next instant. will blaze upon the big can- 
vas to be read by the thousands who will 
gather on Alabama street to receive the 
news, 

While Chicago demociats are shouting 
over the victory in Illinois, Atlantians will 
mingle their cheers with the citizens of 
the Windy City. While Mr. Bryan is smiling 
over the good news, and receiving the con- 
gratulations of friends, his supporters in 
Atlanta will be shouting his name as they 
read the figures on the big canvas of The 
Constitution. 

Every arrangement has been completed 
for the big show. There will be no hitches 
in the programme, ard the moment the 
telegraph instruments begin to click, the 
figures on the canvas will begin to appear. 
From 8 o’clock tomorrow evening until day- 
light the news will be thrown upon the 
white canvas for the benefit of the friends 
of The Constitution and their friends, 

The lanterns will be operated on one of 
the floors of The Constitution building. In 
the same room with the operators will be 
run a direct wiré, over which thé eléction 
returns will rattle all night.

Many applications have been received by 
The Constitution for advertisements to be 
inserted in the display, but all applications 
have been declined. Politicians are not 
anxicus to read advertisements when the 
national question is being Cisposed of; men 
with their dollars staked on the result are 
after the news first of all, and it is for 
these reasons that nothing but the news 
will be thrown upon the canvas by The 
Constitution tomcrrow night. 

The lanterns will be operated all night, 
and will give the figures until all is known. 
There will be no waiting. The figures will 
be changed every half minute, and by the 
time you read one result, another bulletin 
will be on the canvas. 

The Constitution is especially anxious that 
all of its friends take advantage of the 
opportunity to receive the news, and issues 
a special invitation to you to be present. 

The bulletins will begin to arrive by 8 
o’clock, and from that hour the wires will 
be kept hot until the final results are 


known. 
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MR. COBB FOR BRYAN. 
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Tbe Brilliant Young Orator’s Speeches 
in Clayton. : 

Hon. T. R. R. Cobb has just returned from 
a campaigning tour with Hon. Lon. Living- 
ston. He made three different speeches in 
Clayton county last Saturday, one at El- 
lenwood, one at-Riverdale and one~— at 
Joresboro. Lage crowds were at each of 
these places and the two speakers were 
enthusiastically received.

Hunting Season Opens with a Great 
Rush Today. 


ONE MONTH LATER THAN USUAL | 


Scarcity of Game Caused the Legisla- 
ture To Shorten the Season, but 
Now Everything Is Ready. 


The hunting season is now open, and unR- 
til the Ist of next March the birds will fall 
before the unerring aim of the sportsmen, 
like Cead leaves on an autumn day. As is 
well known the hunting season was delayed 
one month this’ year as the effect of the 
bill which was passed by the last legisla- 
ture. 

Birds were becoming scarce in Georgia; 
they could only be found in small covies, 
and then only when the hunter had travel- 
ed many miles for the privilege of obtain- 
ing a shot. The legislature recognized this 
fact, and passed a bill which made it un- 
lawful for any one to shoot a bird in the 
state of Georgia before the Ist of November 
of any year. 

This act was generally approved by the 
sportsmen of the state. They were loud in 
their praises and pronounced the Dill the 
greatest boon that had been given chem 
for many years, Among the other argu- 
ments which they advanced in support of 
the measure they claimed that in the 
month of October the birds had not obtain- 
ed their full growth; that they were not fit 
to be eaten, and that they became an casy 
prey to the industrious pot hunter. 

But witb the law as it is now, it is the 
consensus of opinion among the sportsmen 
that it will only be a few years before game 
is as plentiful in Georgia as it ever was. 
The hunting season proper opened yestcr- 
day, but as it was Sunday the sunners 
necessarily delayed their sport until today, 
but this morning many of the small boys 
will play hookey from school and go to the 
woods to indulge in the sport for the first 
time this season. The dogs have been in 
training and the gun has been cleaned and 
the masters’ spirit is restless. 

Perhaps it is the scent of autumn in the 
air; perhaps it is the golden tinge of the 
leaves or the coo of the dove, or the call 
of the bob-white, or perhaps it is the old 
dog himself, who has hunted many seasons 
and knows that the time for going to the 
fields has long since past. 

Where is the gun? Call the dogs. Fishing 
time is over and the hunting season has 
arrived and all true sportsmen will make 
the most of it while it lasts. 


MILITARY MEN WERE PLEASED 


THH PARADE SATURDAY MORN- 
ING WAS A BIG SUCCESS. 


Many Entertainments Were Given 
the Soldiers During Their Stay 
Here—Went Home Pleased. 


The military men are very much pleased 
with the result of their labors in regard to 
the inaugural parade which occured Satur- 
day. It was the largest one that ever 
marched through this city in time of peace.
